WASHINGTON, June 14.—Official information has reched 


.Washington to the effect that the fleet of transports 
with 


troops for Santiago which was supposed to have left yester- 
day for Cuba had not sailed up to an early hour this morning. 
No reason has been stated, so far as it has been learned, for 
this very unexpected delay in the movement against Santiago. 
The officials positively decline to discuss the matter, 
but 


clearly show by their manner that the news is unwelcome. 


Later advices received during the afternoon show that a 


start was actually made yesterday, but that The movement 
dragged, and that many of the ships did not move until some 
time this forenoon.. It is supposed that all the vessels-are 
•now fairly under way. 


The public probably will be fully informed tomorrow con- 


cerning the movement, as the authorities here have determin- 
ed to withdraw the censorship thus far enforced from Flori- 
da points some time tomorrow. 


Allowing three days for the. trip, General. Shafter's forces 


will be in the vicinity of Santiago by Friday noon, and it is 
expected that the debarkation will take the rest of-the-day 
and night and part of the following day. 


With the first expedition actually out of the country, the au- 


thorities here have quickly turned their attention to another 
expedition even more important than this initial one. It is 
expected that the plans for this second invading force will be 
matured at once, and that as a result another expedition will 
leave from an Atlantic Coast port within the next ten days, 
this time for Porto Rico. 


The details for this movement are approaching completion. 


There are about fifteen transports already available, and the 
list will be increased as rapidly as possible. Some of these 
may be used for a later expedition, but those on hand and to 
be secured will readily accommodate a force of 10,000 men. 


Recent reports from Porto Rico have indicated that the 


Spanish force there does not exceed 4,000 or 5,000 men, so 
that it may be deemed necessary to send a large army of oc- 
cupation. Such as it is, however, it will have an important 
mission to perform, and with this force pursuing an aggres- 
sive campaign in Porto Rico Rico and General Shafter's 15,- 
000 men on Cuban soil, an abundance of stirring events is as- 
sured from this week forward. 


NEW YORK, June 14.—A special dated off Caimanera, 


June 13th, via Mole St. Nicholas,' Hayti, today, reports that 
there was a renewal on Sunday of the Spanish attacks upon 
the force of marines landed there on Friday last. 


The fighting is said to have lasted all through Sunday night, 


Camp McCalla and Crest Hill being attacked by greatly su- 
perior forces of Spanish. The battleship Texas, the gunboat 
Marblehead and the collierf Abaraenda supported the marines 
by directing a fire upon the coast and particularly the bushes, 
which all-through these encounters have served to screen 
the movements of the Spaniards.

SAN FRANCISCO', June 14.—The stanncli steamers China, Colon and Zealandia, coin- 


prising the principal part of tlie second expedition of the United States Army against Ma- 
nila, and rocking on the stream off San Francisco, awaiting orders to proceed to their des- 
tination in defense of the honor of the nation and in behalf of humanity. 


On board are about 2,500 regular soldiers and volunteers who have left all that is near 


and dear behind them. 


Some" time this evening this squadron of transports will be joined by the new steamer 


Senator, containing .fully 1,000 more of young soldiers, all of whom come from the plains, 
prairies and townsaof Nebraska.

The troops winch occupy these vessels other than the Senator are 
as follows: The 


Tenth Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry and a part of the Utah Artillery on the Zelandia; 
two companies Eighteenth United States Infantry, the Colorado regiment and the engineer 
corps from Willets Point, on the China; one battalion of the Twenty third 
U. S. Infan- 


try, two companies of the Eighteenth United States Infantry, and a part of the battery of 
the artillery from Utah on board the Colonl" 


These troops make a grand total of 3,465 -men-mostly in the flower of their youth. 


They leave-behind them in Camp iferritfcabout 10,00,6 more of their kindj who are~chaf- 


ing under the tedium and restraint of camp life and: who are anxious for the excitement,' 
even the danger of the 
field.

But all things come to those who wait, and in the ordinary course of events, unless the 


war should be brought to a speedy close the soldiers in-camp will shoon be given te order to 
sail and then will be awaited with interest the record of their achievements in foreign climes 
and before a foreign foe. 


The martial spirit was in the ascendant in San Francisco today when those blue-coat- 


ed, stalwart young men marched along her thoroughfares on the way to the field. 


When the time came to break camp today, down went the canvas tents with the sponta^ 


neity which would have done credit fo a cyclone. Then came the packing up, the dressing 
of knapsacks, the tightening of cartridge belts, the girding of swords, and finally the order 
which went in all directions and came from various commands "to march." 


Regiment after regiment filed out of the sandy, wind-swept camp and the march to Ma- 


nila had begun. 


Many of the commands, notably the regulars, the men from Colorado and the Utah ar- 


tiMery, reached the heart of San Francisco at an early hour. 


As a consequence their march through the cit ydid not attract that attention which it 


otherwise would have attracted, and especially that which was accorded to those commands 
when they marched to the camp which they have now left behind them. 


The great demonstration of the day, however, was that in honor of the Tenth Pennsyl- 


vania regiment, which was one of the latest to leave camp. It was well toward the noon 
hour when the left of the column filed out of the old guard line. On Golden Gate avenue 
a halt was ordered and a few minutes were allowed for a rest, which the boys greatly appre- 
ciated. 


Again "forward" wash sounded.. The ranks were reformed, and. the column marched 


thenceforth in review of as^atriotic and exultant a people as ever bade adieu tp heroes on 
the way to the 
field.

Every house on Golden Gate avenue, every store on Market street, was decorated with 


national emblems, every door and window, every inch of curb and even the street was occu- 
pied with throngs of people, waving hands, fluttering handkerchiefs, dipping and whirling 
flags and cheering at the top of their voices. 


The regiment was headed by an excellent field band. The boys were in heavy march- 


ing order, their big knapsacks, covered with tlieir rubber blankets, containing not fewer 
than 60 pounds of clothing and other essentials, rising almost as high as their heads. 
Many, even of the most stalwart, bent forward under the load. 


Shortly before the boys reached the HumboUlt school/ every little boy and girl of that 


institution, . with their teachers took possession of the curb. When the.right of the line, 
which was in column of fours, reached the school, the enthusasm of the little people seemed 
ed to be beyond bounds. 


Along Market street the enthusiasm was intensified, if that were possible. 
Business 


'was temporarily suspended. Every employe rushed to the street from the stores. 


At the intersection of Third and Market streets the throng was so dense as to 'be. well 


nigh impassable. Half a dozen of the firms at the intersection had brass bands on hand 
and, these played airs which gave .elasticity to the men, who by this htinie were tired in walk- 
ing over the rough stone pavemje!n~ts. .
